Flier Wary of Dust Whirlwinds: 


Asked whether the intense heat 
here—it was 90 in the shade today— 
would interfere with his taking off 
at midday tomorrow, Colonel Lind- 
bergh said it would not,, since .the 
Tiopango airfield was very good and 
plenty large enough. Then, too, as 
Colonel Lindbérgh, put it, ‘‘the flight 
is short, and when I do not need to 
get up early I do not believe in spoil- 
ing my sleep.’’ 

Colonel- .Lindbergh--has - noticed 
small whirlwinds -of dust, however, 
and has learned that they are fre- 
quent here during the hot season, 
our Winter being what the Salva- 
doreans call their Summer, as it is 
the dry season here.

SAN SALVADOR, Jan. 2.—San Salvador, like the capitals of Mexico 
and Guatemala, is built in-the’mountains, with a volcano dominating the 
view. The chief cities of this region frequently are situated nerr volcanoes, 
and the cones serve as convenient landmarks in finding the capitals. — The 
only difficulty is,that there are many more volcanoes than capitals. 

The local: volcano, I am told, erupted:ten' years ago, but fortunately 
on the side opposite the city, where a huge river of lava poured down. I 
understand my ‘route will take me over an active volcano near Managua, 
and again between Managua and Costa Rica, and J am looking forward to 
the experience of looking down into their craters, which are said to be 
unusually large. 

San Salvador from the air appears a very attractive modern city. 


tblocked off.in squares as in our cities, and the houses within them are 
built. according. to the Spanish style, in a hollow square with a central 
patio forming a splotch of green inside,most of them. 

A closer view of San Salvador from the land confirms the impression 
of its modernity. The Government buildings, numerous.churches and im- 
posing private dwellings rre well built against the heat, and are pleasant 
and airy. The-traffic is excéllently directed by policemen with sun hel- 
niets, standing at each intersection. 


Streets and Roads a Credit to Any Nation. 


The streets are wide and their paving would be a credit to any of our 
cities, as also are the paved or macadam roads around the city. The 
drive to the Country Club, where there was a reception this afternoon, is 
very interesting, for it gives a close-up view on a smaller:scale of the ex- 
traordinarily broken mountainous country I mentioned seeing from the air 
yesterday. 

Part; of the road to the Country Club is a series of cuts filled in, for 
it traverses fourteen, ridges. in, succession, separated by sharp-sloping, 
wooded ravines. -Where the route pierces -the ridges, the sides’ of the 
road—where volcanic ash~composes the soil—have been shaved down to 
appear almost perpendicular concrete walls. 
The cuts which the road makes through the tops of these ridges usu- 
ally are not more than 100 feet long. Then one looks down a deep ravine 
for another hundred feet, and then ‘another cut. The appearance of, this 
country is like corrugated iron, except that the corrugations are steeply 
angular instead of round. 

’ . ‘This formation; which I have found rather prevalent in the moun- 
tains of Central America, obviously is not adapted .to foreed airplane 
landings. It is better, to my mind, for landing in than_the.jungles, how- 
ever, since it is. usually more open countfy and easier for a flier to make 
his way out. But a forced landing either in the jungle or in this broken 
country is far preferable to one at sea, for on land the flier has a ‘ehance 
to get out unaided. P 


Thinks One Could Land on Jungle’s Top. 


The jungles are so thick I am inclined to think: one might in an 
emergency land on top of the matted vegetation without great danger. 
In fact, planes already have landed in tree tops in the United States 
without injury. One could fly over the jungle at night, but a light could 
not be seen on the ground. I am not carrying flares on this tour. 

A flier forced down in the jungle could cut a small clearing and 
start. a. smoke fire, which. possibly might.-be .picked up from the air .in 
the daytime, but this is difficult too, in view of the extent of the jungles, 
and the probability that any flier who came down would. be out.of his 
course. Naturally, it would take a long time for a flier to get out, arid 
he would suffer much damage. 

The difficulty which an emergency landing in the jungle presents is 
cutting. one’s way. out. to. civilization once one.had landed. It would be 
almost useless to send out a plane to seek a flier down in the jungle. 
The experience of seeking a flier in the swamps of Louisiana has shown 
me how hard it is to see anything in such areas....Flares would be. useless 
in such an event. It seemis inadvisable*to cut a way through tangled 
vegetation, but I believe this might be done, especially since one could 
take a compass course. ‘With emergency rations and tropical fruits, and 


Some of this’ jungle-appearing country, however, is deceptive, quite 
aside from the viewpoint of aviation. In the drives I have enjoyed’ around 
San Salvador I have seen what seemed to be almost virgin forest in the 
rotighest kind of country and was surprised to learn that this all really 
was under cultivation. 

The explanation is that these woods are used to provide the neces- 
Sary shade for the smaller coffee trees platited under them. Coffee is the 
chief export of Salvador, and evidently much of what appears. to be wild 
forest really comprises coffee plantations... All thic, of course, does not 
apply to the real jungles. 


Finds “Warmest Kind of Hospitality. 


My stay in San Salvador has been very pleasant, the warmest sort 
of ‘hospitality here, as I have encountered elsewhere, being one of the out- 
standing’ traits of character of the Latin Americans. 


was impressive, and I .prize the decoration there conferred on me: for the 
sentiment it shows toward our people. 

Before the reception three Salvadorean army biplanes performed in- 
teresting manoeuvres over the capital, and afterward I had an opportu- 
nity to see part of' the well equipped Salvadorean infantry and cavalry 
pass in review in front of the Presidential Palace. 

The Salvadorean aviators have been extremely cordial and helpful. 
They haye some very good planes and know how to handle them. They 
keep up their airfield well. 


Alin ‘all, aviation seems to have an excellent start here. 


As for the people of the country I ‘can only say that every onc of 
our Latin-American sister republics I have visited: makes me regret 
more that I do not know Spanish to express directly to them my appre- 
ciation of their welcome.

Bitter Cold Cuts Down Usual Crowd 
of Spectators—Cabinet Members 
Also Entertain.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.— 
President and. Mrs. Coolidge held 
their annual New Year’s Day recep- 
tion at the White House with ‘all the 
color incident to the traditional cus- 
tom, even though the President had 
chosen to make it one of the last of 
his public receptions to officials and 
the citizenry of Washington. 

The time-honored ceremony was at- 
tended by diplomats from fifty-eight 
nations in full regalia, and. every. 
branch of the national Government 
was represented in the long line that 
shivered in the wintry blasts ani 
trailed its way into the mansion. 

There was no appreciable falling 
off in the size of the official con- 
tingents of jurists, Cabinet cfficers, 
army, naval and marine officers and 
other higher-ups who paid their re- 
spects to the President. But the cold 
weather materially cut down the 
usual crowd of unlisted plain citizens 
which stood outside the White House 
gates until the. guests.had entered 
in their respective groups, making 
the ‘public end af the line the small- 
est in years.. But it was a livély and 
‘vivid holiday crowd, the top hats and 
frock coats of Cabinet members and 
other officials mingling . with .the 
plumed headgear and gold braid of 
the military contingents. 

Adams Inaugurated the Custom: . 

Since the days of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Adams, first official occupants 
of the mansion, the traditional pro- 
cedure has been for the ‘Executive 
and his First Lady to stand in the 
famous old Blue. Room -and° shake 
hands with the seemingly endless 


velt,'a breaker of -traditions, some- 
times received in’ the main foyer. 
President. and Mrs. Coolidge | also 
stood in the Blue Room ‘today ‘and 
shook hands with all who called on 
them with greetings of the season. 

The United States Marine Band 
played lively airs in the’ foyer: to 
accelerate the stride of the crowd and 
thereby zhorten. the stand of the 
President and his wife in the Blue 
Room.

When the 
band sounded the first. notes . of 
‘Hail to the Chief,” the aides de- 
scended the grand staircase with the 
President. and Mrs. Coolidge, fol- 
lowed by the Cabinet contingent led 
by Secretary Kellogg. ;

Piane fs Hauled Out of Snow at 
Edwardsburg and Overtakes 
Party on the Way.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 2.—Looking 
as though she would be ready to try 
it all over again tomorrow,. Mrs. 
Evangeline Lindbergh arrived at the 
Ford airport at 5 P, M. today, com- 
pleting her rdund*trip ‘flight to the 
capital city of Mexico, an experience 
in which the Ford monoplane which 
carried her was twice ferced to the 
ground by snow and storm. 

Snowbound in Edwardsburg, Mich., 
on Sunday night, Mrs. Lindbergh 
and members of her party found it 
necessary to make the next forty 
miles of their trip by automobile this 
afternvon. ' 

A new Ford ear from Sturgis, 
where there is a Ford airport, was 
sent to the rescue of the group when 
it became evident that the plane 
would not be able to take off heavily 
loaded. Farmers’then cleared a path 
for the giant craft, enabling Harry 
Brooks and Harry Russell, its pilots, 
to fly to Sturgis and join the party. 
The last leg to Detroit was made in 
one hour. A brisk tail-wind blew all 
the way. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry Ford, who 
had been in constant touch with the 
plane’s movements up to the time of 
the last take-off, were among fifty 
persons who greeted Mrs. Lindbergh 
as the craft dropped easily to the 
airport and taxied into the hangar 
from which it had started two weeks 
ago. 

Smiling happily and with her usual 
calm, Mrs. Lindbergh stepped from 
the ship’s cabin bearing a small bas- 
ket of fresh fruit from Mexico City, 
which she presented to Mrs. Ford. 
An attempt had been made to bring 
back a number of the baskets but 
the contents of most froze en route, 
members of the party said. 

Mrs. Lindbergh left the field by au- 
“e*tomobile, unaccompanied except for 


= chauffeur. 


’ Despite the unfavorable weather 
* which prevailed on Sunday, Mrs. 
* Lindbergh took off from Chicago 
shortly before noon yesterday in the 
hope of having a day at home before 
resuming her classes tomorrow at the 
Cass Technical High School, where 
she teaches chemistry. 

But the storm reached its greatest 
intensity in Southwestern Michigan |» 
shortly after noon. Blinded by the 
driving snow-and in danger of havy- 
ing the plane loaded down with col- 


lecting ice, Pilot Harry Brooks was 
forced to land in a small fieid near 


Edwardsburg, 150 miles from Detroit. 

Mrs. Lindbergh’s party was taken 
to the home of L. H. Allen to spend 
the night. Mr. Allen saw the plane 
groping through the storm when 
Brooks circled low in search of a 
landing place. He was one of the 
first to reach the plane and offer 
the hospitality of Edwardsburg’s 550 
delighted citizens. 

“I had hoped to reach Detroit by 
New Year’s Day,’’? Mrs. Lindbergh 
said, ‘‘but I am not disappointed. It 
seems that the storm has stopped 
everything that moves. The experi- 
ence is delightful. I am having a 
lovely time and feeling fine.’’ 

While Mrs. Lindbergh was being 
offered every comfort and considera- 
tion that could be provided, Brooks 
and Russell, his mechanic, were 
checking over the big three-engined 
transport plane. They kept oil 
burners going all night in the wind- 
swept field to keep their engines 
‘warm and insure prompt starting to- 
day. 

Farmers living in and near Ed- 
wardsburg harnessed their teams to 
heavy wagons and sleighs this morn- 
ing and took up the task of breaking 
a road through from Edwardsburg 
to the field where the plane was 
located. They also broke a pathway 
for the plane tv permit a take-off.

LONDON ‘ALSO ‘DOUBTFUL 





Cites Versailles and Geneva as 
Showing Administration Lacks 
‘Power to Make Commitments.

PARIS, Jan. 2.—Experts of the 
Quai d’Orsay spent today studying 
new communications cabled from 
Washington relative to the proposed 
Peace compact between Washington 
and Paris. Unfortunately they were 
garbled in transmission-and Ambas- 
sador, Claudel has been asked to re- 
peat certain passages so that only 
tomorrow will the complete trans- 
lation of the American proposals be 
in the hands of Foreign Minister 
Briand. 

However, it may be stated that the 
American suggestions.appear.to pro- 
vide quite distinctly for two instru- 
ments; first, a new treaty of arbi- 
trage with France, preceded by a pre- 
amble containing mutual affirmation 
of the long friendship between the 
two countries, and, secondly, a gen- 
eral. declaration against war as a 
means of settlement of international 
disputes to which all nations may 
adhere. The tone of this declara- 
tion is said to follow that made by 


the last Assembly of the League of 
Nations. 


Specific Want Specific Treaties. 


One gathers that the French at- 
tach more importance to the specific 
treaty with America than to the 

eneral declaration against war. And 
hat may lead to the result that only 
the treaty between America: and 
France will be ready’ before the ex- 
— in February of the 

eaty. In that case the 
round robin against war woul 
ably be a later development in the 
new interne ee the Ameri- 


en 

Despatches from Washington pub- 
lished here today say that in the 
American capital it is believed the 
newly proposed arbitration agree- 
ments ‘‘will be as important in their 
field as the League of Nations is in 
its field.’ What this means is not 
understood in the French capital, 
where the opinion is expressed that 
no responsible American statesman 
could have made any such statement. 

Such a theory could be put forward 
only by one who had not read, or 
had forgotten, the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. Under the arti- 
cles of the Covenant, and notably 
Article XIII, fifty odd members of 
the League have agreed to ne 
thing which will be incorporated in 
the new treaty, and so it is held that 
what America is — —— 
toward other nations the same obli- 
gations as the League members have 
assumed toward one another, with 
the very important difference that 
the League members have agreed to 
apply sanctions if the bargain is not 
lived up to, whereas the American 
arrangement leaves performance to 
the good-will and honesty of the con- 
tractants, or at least lays down no 

lain in advance of what will be done 

n the event of repetition of disre- 
gard for treaties which has caused so 
many wars in history. 

Naturally, also, there is the dif- 
ference that the League members are 
bound together in a general effort to 
em 4 peace wherever it may be trou- 
bled, whereas the American plan 
leaves out that undertaking. 

In other words, Europeans see in 
the new treaties partial and limited 
assumption by the United States of 
obligations of League members, but 
they do not see America offering the 
world any peace plan as important 
as the League of Nations. 

M. Briand declares in an interview 
published in Berlin today: ' 

‘Tt is not sufficient for an arbitral 
tribunal to pronounce a verdict. In 
addition there must be gendarmes to 
assure its execution.’’ 

It is quite evident that ——— 
Kellogg will not ree with his fel- 
low-negotiator of the proposed treat- 
ies, and thus the conclusion is sug- 
gested that the treaties will leave un- 
settled, so far as America is con- 
cerned, the old, old question of 
whether you can banish war by sign- 
ng seas treaties. It is recorded that 
Athens and Sparta made an arbitra- 
tion treaty and statesmen have been 
making them ever since and nations 
have been fighting ever since. 


Different Views of Assuring Peace. 


Some nations believe the best way 
to assure peace is to make it plain 
beforehand that no nation may profit 
by a war of aggression. Others be-

“The only hope the State Depart- 
ment can have of satisfying the Sen- 
ate is to leave arbitration just as 
much a matter of discretion iat any 
moment as it always has been. The 
chief reason for that is — the 
existence of the debts incurred by the 
Southern States with foreign cred- 
itors during the Civil War and since 
repudiated. The Southern States 
whose bond is forfeit have no in- 
tention of payin those debts. That 
is an .international matter. 
would the Senators leave a loophole 
to allow the case ever to be put be- 
fore an international tribunal? Of 
course not. 

“The only hope of their ever being 
paid to Europeans is by Federal pay- 
ment, and you can i ne the 
Northern sectional reaction that.”’ 

This view, with others voiced here 
recently, leaves to the American in 
London one inescapable conclusion: 
Rightly or wrongly the British hold 
that America’s moral. prestige in the 
world is diminishing.

The project..ofa.memorial to 
CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS in the form 
of a giant lighthouse at the mouth 
of Santo Domingo Harbor is at°last 
taking shape. : Speaking for the Pan 
American Union, Secretary KELLOGG | p 
has announced that a competition in 
designs for it’ will be held, open to 
architects in’ all :parts of: the ‘world. 
The Government of Santo Domingo 
has set aside ‘the land for the memo- 
rial and has appropriated $300,000 
to cover the preliminary expenses. 
The cost. of ' construction is tobe de- 
frayed by the nations of North and 
South America, When the memorial 
is completed the traditional remains 
of the great explorer will’ be moved 
from the cathedral in Santo Domin- 
go City to a specially — crypt 
in the new building. 
Whatever the disputes. of his- 
torians as to the precise spot in the 
Western Hemisphere first seen by 
CoLUMBUS, or of the true resting 
place. of his bones, the people of 
North’ and: South America ‘will see 
in the proposed memorial lighthouse 
a tribute to ‘a great explorer to 
whose activities every one now liy- 
ing in the Western world is in- 
debted. . The selection of Santo Do- 
mingo as ‘the site for the memorial 
is appropriate as being midway be- 
tween the two American continents. 
The choice of a lighthouse is in keep- 
ing with the spirit of the enterprise 
—a beacon to guide the countless 
successors of the first transatlantic 
navigator; who felt his way cautious- 
ly into the unknown world that be 
believed to be the Indies. 
The spirit of the twentieth century 
is reflected in the preparations to use 
part of the Columbus Memorial Park 
as an airport for inter-American 
aviation. The beacon is to guide 
the pilots of the air as well as those 
of the seas. It is the contention of 
the sponsors of this project that the 
natural air route between North and 
South America is by way of Cuba, 
Santo Domingo and the chain of 
West Indies that stretch in a curve 
to the northern coast of the south- 
ern continent. If suitable landing 
stations are built at short intervals 
on this route, it will be possible to 
find shelter when the furious winds 
are loosed in the Caribbean that 
threaten destruction to all ‘things 
that fly and to ships on the seas. 
Building of this memorial by the 
joint efforts of the peoples of the 
two Americas is made possible at a 
time when closer cooperation be- 
tween them is the order of the day. 
May the beacon, flashing north and 
south, symbolize the clearer light of 
understanding between the peoples 
of the two: continents, and help to 
dispel the mistrust which has too 
often in the past darkened Pan- 
American relations.

Year’s + message: to employers and 
the public,“ uses ‘what ‘seems at first 
sight an odd’verb. He “challenges” 
the owners: ‘and’ rs ‘of indus- 
try to cooperate _ with "o organized 
labor for, the ‘maintenance, of high 
productivity and .pur , power, 
Normally you do not ‘challenge a 
person to good-will ‘and cooperation; 
you- invite, him... But Mr, GREEN’S 
statement. goes on .to- explain, the 
challenge.: He sees. American: em- 
ployers ‘today choosing — two 
labor pplieles: 

Corporations ' can — 
with company unions ahd various 
brands of welfare plans and in this 
way can oppose the standard, in- 
dependent ‘unions as represented 
in the American’ Federation of 
Labor, or they can accept our 
offer of cooperation and service. 
Which shall it be? The answer - 
must come from the employers of 
labor. 


That is not a complete summary 
of the case.’ The answer must come 
not only from employers of labor 
but also from the labor unions. In 
other words, the promise of cooper- 
ation from the workers must be 
something more than a_ verbal 
promise. It must be translated into 
action, And to the degree that or- 
ganized labor lives up to its prom, 
ises it will weaken any alternative 
labor policy. On both sides in in- 
dustry the old war-spirit has been 
breaking down. ‘The workers are 
now willing to recognize that it is 
not a question of fighting for their 
“share” of profits wrongfully with- 
held from them, They are learning 
that their ‘‘share” is conditioned by 
the well-being of the industry as a 
whole. Similarly, among employers 
there is a growing willingness not 
to resort to wage-cutting if the re- 
turns from industry can be main- 
tained in other ways. Both sides 
look to increased productivity. 

That being the case, the final out- 
come as between independent unions 
and company unions will be decided 
by industrial results. It is a rare 
employer who will permit’ his prej- 
udi¢es against organized ‘labor ‘to 
sway him if he finds he»can cooper- 
ate more effectively with an inde- 
pendent union than with a house 
union. The use of the court: in- 
junction in industrial strife, against 
which Mr. GREEN protests, will dis- 
appear as cooperation between em- 
ployers and workers becomes more 
real. There is no doubt that Ameri- 
can employers are interested in fos- 
tering a higher standard of living 
manifesting itself in higher -pur- 
chasing power. If organized labor 
will do its part toward justifying 
growth in purchasing power, that is 
in wages, the employer will be more 
than pleased. 

The heart of the matter is that if 
the cooperative spirit in industry is 
to. flourish the old labels must go. 
The officers of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, commenting in 
their: union organ, The Advance, on 
their new housing experiment in the 
Bronx, .are:not afraid.of being, stig- 
matized’ as “ conservative” “because 
of. their :experiment. in. capitalism. 
“Labels matter least'in the struggle 
“for a higher civilization. No labor 
“union, will move one inch, further 
“because it may be classed as radi- 
“cal. The test of progressive trade 
“unionism is its vitality and effec- 
“ tiveness.. Only organizations which 
“move ahead count.” the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor will move 
ahead along the constructive .road 
of peace and cooperation it: need 
have no fear of failing to count as 
against the company. union.

AN ALMSHOUSE STUDY. 

While we have the poor with us) 
always, the’ implication of the re- 
cent: survey made. by the Woman's 
Department of the, National Civic) 
Federation is that those who are 
sent to the poorhouses dwell in the 
limbo of the forgotten—these houses 
of public alms, into which the resi- 
due of social wreckage is swept 
after the State and private agéncies 
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—* survey, which’ embraces about 
one in three of: the almshouses of 
Connecticut, New Jersey, New York 
and Pennsylvania, describes condi- 
‘tions of great: ‘diversity,. In. this 
State they Tange from the wretched 
condition in one county, whose name 
is given in the report, where. the per 
capita maintenance cost is the high- 
est and the plight of the inmates the 
worst—where there is no evidence 
of any attempt at decent living—to 
the new Erie ‘County “Home, which 
embodies the most. advanced ideas 
in ‘a well-equipped building, . and 
where a serious attempt .will be 
made to make scientific yet sympa- 
thetic study of the: ‘problem, of the 
indoor. relief of. the indigent aged 
and the physically incapacitated. On 
the whole, however, despite the 
handicaps of old buildings and build- 
ings ,unsuited to their uses, the 
standard of administration in nearly 
all the institutions is deemed worthy 
of commendation. The New York 
State Board of Charities is supported 
by, this report in its statement that 
the homelike atmosphere, the clean- 
liness and comfort of the inmates, 
testify to the conscientious service 
on the part of these public officials, 
But the impression one receives from 
reading the entire report is that 
much remains to be done to make 
these places decent homes, where 
humane care will be assured to those 
for whom society has in the last 
instance undertaken to ‘care,’ and 
where proper attention will be given, 
especially to the chronic sick. 

This is only one phase of the great 
question of preventing or dealing 
with old-age dependency, but some 
provision of this kind will doubt- 
less be permanently required, and, if 
so, should be administered with in- 
telligence and human sympathy. The 
reports. of the State Charities Aid 
Associations in this State and in New 
Jersey will show that in every coun- 
ty there are visiting committees 
who are doing what they can to 
ameliorate the lot of those shut 
away in these places. They will 
show, too, that for at least a half 
century (at any rate here in New 
York) there has been an organized 
effort by public-spirited people in 
all parts.of the State not only to get 
one class after another removed 
from the poorhouses to institutions 
for specialized care, training cr 
treatment, but to improve the con- 
dition of those who have nowhere 
else to go in age or prolonged sick- 
ness. But this special report should 
stir a wider interest in these all but 
forgotten ones.

PENSIONS FOR WORKERS. 


State Program Needed Despite Pri- 
vate Plans of Corporations. 
To the Eaitor of The New York Times: 

I was interested: to.see the letter 
in THE Timezs by Ingalls Kimball of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company with reference to industrial 
pensions. It is, of course, not sur- 
prising that. a representative of the 
Metropolitan: Life Insurance’ Com- 
pany, which is so well represented in 
the Civic Federation, should uphold 
the findings of that body in its recent 
report. It is also natural that Mr. 
Kimball, who is responsible for: the 
sale of private industrial pension 
plans, now so extensively undertaken 
by the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, should express faith in 
these plans. 

To an impartial student, however, 
it is obvious that industrial pénsions, 
regardless of their detrimental effect 
upon trade unionism, will hardly pro- 
vide a solution of the problem. The 
private pension plans advocated by 
insurance companies generally pro- 
vide not only for contributions on the 
part of the employes, but also spécify 
a certain number of years of service 
with’ the individual’ concern. This 
period is generally about twenty 
years. It has been stated again and 
again that’ according to figures com- 
piled by the United States Bureau of 
Labor Statistics only about 4 per. 
cent. of industrial workers remain. 
with a corporation for twenty or. 
more years. For these reasons, 
even if industrial plans were made,| 5 
financially sound, they could meet 
the problem of only a small propor- 
tion of the industrial workers. 

As‘a matter of fact, Mr. Kimball | Sant 
knows that only the largest corpora-, 
tions can afford to adopt scientific.

During the war Miss Fuller estab- 
lished her home at Neuilly-sur-Seine 
and worked un ngly 
American sympathy to the allied 
cause.

‘‘Peripherie,’”’ the first of them, was 
put om last evening in what seemed 
to be mixed fashion, with several 
good scenes and several others not 
sufficiently reduced in scale to meet 
the play on equal terms. Lighting, 
setting and direction in general of 
this. episodic drama seemed skillful, 
creditable and ingenious in a style 
which our own Theatre Guild has 
occasionally adopted for such intro- 
spective plays as ‘‘Failures,’’ It is, 
obviously, no criticism, of ‘“Peri- 
pherie’’ to observe that for English- 
speaking audiences the huge spec- 
tacles are more intelligible and ex- 
hilarating. But, paradoxically, the 
performance of ‘‘Peripherie’’ suffers 
at times from an intrusion of spec- 
tacle gestures and mannerisms. 

Last year ‘‘Peripherie,’’ by the 
Czechoslovakian playwright Franz 
Langer, was produced in Chicago in 
a translation by George Abbott un- 
der the rubric of “The Ragged 
Edge.” Badly produced, according 
to all reports, it survived only about 
ten days. 

After reading the translation, one 
would suppose that it deserved an- 
other trial in English under more 
appreciative auspices. In eleven 
panoramic. sceries it describes the 
spiritual tragedy of a young ruffian 
who impulsively kills a man, much 
as the hero of Galsworthy’s ‘‘Es- 
cape” kills a plainclothes man in 
the first scene. 

In Langer’s play the ruffian is 
¥Franzi, a likable city roustabout who 
has fallen in love with Anna, a 
woman of the streets. Coming into 
her squalid room. one evening he 
finds one of her customers fawning 
over her. In a.blind rage Franzi 
kills him with a blow from a piece 
of a chair. By dumping the body on 
a pile of lumber in a new building, 
and by arranging the scene craftily, 
Franzi tricks the police into believ- 
ing that death was caused by a fall 
in the darkness. The rest of ‘‘Pe- 
ripherie’’ shows how Franzi, prosper- 
ing in the world, gradually succumbs 
mentally; to the enormity of his 
secret, chatters wildly, behaves ec- 
centrically and finally tries to give 
himself up to the police. They will 


not believe his bungled confession. 
Release from his mental torture 
comes in a searing final, scene in 
which a fanatical idealistic ex- 
Judge acts as asortof spiritual coun- 
sellor, interprets the motives of the 
crime, sets the forces right in 
Franzi’s own mind, and departs. In

Another of those plays of the trop- 
ics, or anyway the near tropics, 


men wear their shirts open in the 
front, again holds the willing stage 
of Daly’s Sixty-third Street Theatre. 
This one is, for a change, laid in 
French Indo-China; it is called ‘‘Red 
Dust’’ and its author is Wilson Col- 
lison,~ best ‘known -on* Broadway as 
a, writer of farces, not a few of 
which were successful. The concen- 
sus of opinion last night was that he 
might do well to stick to farces.. 
This urge to turn out'strong drama 
seems to come at. least once in the 
lifetime of every oné who writes for 
the frivolous theatre. It may.be a 
variation of that desire to. play Ham- 
let which is popularly supposed~to 
haunt all extremely comical fellows. 
In Mr. Collison’s case it may also be 
something else again: the reports of 
the fabulous profits earned by such 
specimens of equatorial belt plays as 
“White Cargo’”’ and “‘Rain,’”’ for in- 
stance. 

But, whatever the motive, he has 
succumbed to it, and the results are 
none too happy. ‘‘Red Dust” is a 
repetitious and faltering melodrama, 
building slowly to its one dramatic 
climax at the end of the penultimate 
act—a climax which is obvious from 
the first and which, in turn, serves 
to outline in detail the events of the 
clumsy final interlude. 

Into a decidedly masculine and 
business-like rubber plantation is 
brought a wanton from the city. 
She is, of course, pining for atten- 
tion; but as ‘Sydney Shields illus- 
trates her she seems just a good girl, 
slightly misunderstood. She becomes 
enamored of the big, hulking brute 
who rules the plantation, the sort of 
man who, although played by Curtis 
Cooksey, one of the most romantic 


of the bare-chested actors, is called 
on several occasions both a slave 
driver and a machine. He, of course, 
will have nothing to do with her, nor 
with the —3 French woman 
who complicates matters falling 
in love with him within ten days 
after her husband has conveniently 
died.

course of things. The last days of 
1927 were marked on the one hand 
by continued strength in the stock 
market;.on the other, by «weekly 
railway traffic. «statements .. and 
monthly railway .earnings which 
made the most unfavorable compari- 
son of many years with the recent 
past. The year ended .with easy 
money, yet with an increase in New 
York loans on,Stock Exchange. se- 
curities which brought the outstand- 
ing total $930,000,000 above the final 
figure of the preceding year. 
Superseding at times all other, in- 
cidents of the week, outpour of gold 
from the United States contiriued ‘on 
a scale hardly witnessed since the 
first and sweeping post-war read- 
justment of 1919. If this movement 
is to continue in the éarly part of 
the new year, it will become a mat- 
ter of ‘high financial interest: That 
Europe’s economic recovery will be 
greatly facilitated by such a redis- 
tribution process, there is no doubt 
whatever. That the gold sent out 
can easily be spared by the United 
States from its normal and actual 
requirements, is equally indisputable. 
But how the resultant’ progressive 
reduction in our basis of potential 
credit would affect the attitude 
which has grown of recent years, 
that no limit exists to the reservoir 
on which every kind of American 
enterprise may draw, is as puzzling 
a. question -in psychology. as in 
finance. 

Nevertheless, perhaps“ the most 
impressive aspect of the. financial 
situation as the new year begins is 
the indomitable hopefulness of the 
financial community itself. In so 
far as the spirit of the day is voiced 
by the Wall Street markets and by 
the general run of forecast of the 
year’s events, it appears to be 
governed by implicit confidence. 
Seemingly unfavorable developments 
which may have occurred in certain 
branches of trade and industry to- 
ward the year end are discussed, 
when they are discussed at all, mere- 
ly as a temporary pause in which 
fresh resources are accumulating for 
an even greater forward stride. 

The attitude is: not new in Amer- 
ican finance and industry. Rooted 
bélief in the country’s future has 
been an American characteristic 
during many generations, and the 
country’s financial history as a whole 
has undeniably justified it. The se- 
quel even to our pre-war periods of 
severe trade depression has always, 
and usually at no very distant date, 
been return to activity and prosper- 
ity greater than» had ever before 
been achieved. 

It is not quite so evident that this 
spirit of uncompromising confidence 
leads to a wise and judicious view 
of the immediate future. Both as a 
matter of general principle and of 
actual experience, ‘unwillingness to 
look on both sides of a financial or 
industrial situation runs the risk of 
converting hopefulness into illusion. 
Wall Street has come nearer to that 
position lately than is altogether 
agreeable for the conservative ob- 
server to contemplate. It is not at 
all that its belief in the financial and 
industrial future is ill-founded, but 
that it has got in the way of re- 
fusing to consider visible develop- 
ments of the day, except where a 
favorable interpretation can be placed 
on them. Fortunately, there is no 
reason to believe that the business 
public as a whole has taken this 
general attitude. The ideas of the in- 
dividual merchant and manufacturer 
do not get the publicity of stock mar- 
ket comment and predictions of im- 
portant financiers, but a spirit of 
great caution has none the less been 
evident in that part of the commu- 
nity whose hopefulness has not pre- 
vented it from studying carefully the 
less agreeable phenomena of the busi- 
ness situation. Belief in what Mr. 
Coolidge calls ‘‘comfortable prosper- 
ity’? is as widely held as it is on the 
Stock Exchange, but it is tempered 
by the equally firm belief that there 
are problems even in the present 
financial situation which must be 
considered with reserve until events 
have solved them. 

The prevalence of this attitude in 
she rank and file of practical busi- 
ness men will not be disputed by any 
one who has been in touch with 
country-wide private opinion. Its ex- 
istence is a matter of great reassur- 
ance; for, if the Wall Street state 
of mind has seemed at times to ap- 
proximate that of 1919 and 1906, the 
business comniunity has not reverted 
to the blind enthusiasm which in 
those days carried the merchant and 
producer along with the speculator, 
the results of which we know. When 
confidence and conservatism are com- 
bined, there is reason’ to expect con- 
tinuance of prosperity, even if the 
picture is altered from time to time 
by the natural and inevitable vicis-

Most Unsatisfactory Feature, It

11 per cent. under those of the same 
period of last year. Employment in 
manufacturin — * throughout 
the United States in November was 
reported by the United States Labor 
Department to be 6 per cent. below 
that of the corresponding month of 
last year, while aggregate payrolls 
showed a reduction of 8 per cent. 
Automobile production during No- 
vember was the est for any 
month since 1922, and average daily 
steel output was the smallest since 


July, 1925. 
4g king at the entire year in 
retrospect it is evident that produc- 


tion and trade have been large de- 
spite the recent.decreases in some 
lines. ‘The automobile:and steel in- 
dustries are the outstanding indi- 
vidual exceptions. Textiles, boot and 
shoe production, leather tanning, and 
automobile tire manufacturing have 
shown a volume larger than last 
year, while industries like baking and 
manufacture of food and tobacco 
products have éGontinued to forge 
ahead. Practically all products have 
to be moved by rail, so that total car 
loadings are a good measure of the 
total of all goods entering into trade. 
Since the first of the year these have 
amounted to 50, ,882 cars, as 
against 51,393,662 in the correspond- 
ing period a@ year ago, a decrease of 
only 2.5 per cent. 

“The most unsatisfactory feature of 
business in 1927 has been the decline 
shown in business profits.

|SUPREMECOURT 
TO GIVE DECISIONS 


Important Cases'to Be Disposed 
“of at Session Which 
Begins Today.

' The most important of the pending 
cases from the standpoint of the 
economic life of the country is that 
of Liberty Warehouse Company vs. 
Burley. Tobacco Growers’. Coopera- 
tive Marketing Association, involv- 
ing the constitutionality of the Ken- 
tucky Cooperative Marketing act re- 
lating: to agricultural products. 
There are similar cooperative 
marketing acts in forty-one other 
States. 

Foremost, from the standpoint of 
general public interest, is the case of 
Bryant V. Zimmerman, Chief of Po- 
lice of the City of Buffalo, involving 
the constitutionality of the Walker 
law of the State of Néw York. Un- 
der the law, each organization, with 
the exception of labor unions and 
benevolent associations, having a 
membership of twenty or more and 
requiring an oath as a condition of 
membership, must file sworn copies 
of its constitution, by-laws, oath, list 
of members, &c. Bryant was arrest- 
ed for being a member of the Ku 
Klux Klan, which had not complied 
with the law. 

Two outstanding prohibition cases 
pending for decision involve the ef- 
fect of liquor violations on innocent 
parties. In one case the question is 
whether a landlord who, upon dis- 
covering that his tenant uses the 

remises in violation of the National 

hibition act, ousts the tenant and 
rents the premises to another for 
legitimate purposes may nevertheless 
have his premises locked. An- 
other case involves the right of a 
financing corporation to its lien on 
an automobile which had been used 
in transporting liquor. 

The constitutionality of the New 
York Decedents’ law is questioned in 
the case of the Wabash Pittsburgh 
Terminal Raitway Company vs. the 
Executors of George J. Gould. The 
law permits the substitution of for- 
eign executors in the place of their 
decedents, in actions commenced 
against the latter in the State courts.
